Season Outlook 


Season Preview 
Creighton heads into the 2024 season 
with a new coaching staff and 13 players 
who have yet to appear in a Bluejay 
uniform, but aspirations of a return trip 
to the postseason still remains as the 
program’s biggest goal. 


New head coach Jimmy Walker, who 
led Bowling Green State to two NCAA 
Tournament appearances in four years, 
was hired in late November after the 
departure of former Bluejay great Ross 
Paule. Walker comes to Creighton with a 
lofty résumé which includes nearly three 
decades worth of coaching experiences. 


With five returning starters boasting a 
wealth of experience, a small core is in 
place for Walker's leadership to guide the 
Bluejays back to the postseason. 


The Bluejays bring back 15 letterwin- 
ners from a season ago, led by All-BIG 
EAST Second Team selection Azumi 
Manriki,and by graduate student and 
co-captain, Abigail Santana. 


Midfielders/Forwards 
Returning the nueclus of an offense that 
scored 20 goals a season ago will pay 
dividends as the Bluejays are equipped 
to make another postseason appearance.

Kazandjian, a 2022 All-BIG EAST 
selection, closed out 2023 with a goal 
and an assist, while Jestrovic contributed 
a team-high tying three goals and two 
assists in eight games. 


Fellow seniors Ariana Mondiri and 
Stella Downing are also expect to make 
immediate impacts to the Creighton 
attack with their return to the pitch after 
having missed last season. 


Other threats to play along the Bluejays 
front line include transfers Marissa LeVine 
(UC Irvine), Ella Luna (Ole Miss), Kelis 
Brown (Oklahoma) and Mallory Connealy 
(Xavier). 


Defense 
Defensively the Bluejays have a large hole 
to fill after the departure of All-BIG EAST 
honoree Peighton Steffen, 2023 graduate 
Gabby Grimaldi and freshman Maia Sirota. 


Although Steffen, Grimaldi and Sirota 
have departed, Walker has added depth 
to the Bluejays backline with the addition 
of Ella Offer (Xavier), Reese Carpenter 
(Xavier) and freshman Samantha Lee. 


Inaddition, Creighton willlook to graduate 
student Maddie Radke to play a more 
significant rolealong the Bluejays backline 
this fall. A traditional defender, Radke only 
saw action in 13 games before suffering a 
season-ending foot injury last season.

Goalkeepers 
Another key area of emphsis in 2024 
will be on the goalkeepers. With the 
departure of five-year starter Keelan 
Terrell, the Bluejays will look for someone 
to step up to fill the void. 


Sophomore Maddie Merrick is the only 
goalkeeper on the team with playing 
experience at the collegiate level, having 
logged 270 minutes of action in 2023. 


With the job still up for grabs, junior 
Kailey Hall, redshirt freshman Caroline 
Blum and Louisville transfer Alyssa Zalac 
will all continue to battle to earn the 
starting position.

Ranked as one of the toughest 
non-conference schedules in the country, 
Creighton will be tested from the first 
day of the regular season as the Bluejays 
open the year with matches at Minnesota 
and lowa State.

Jimmy Walker was named the sixth head coach in Creighton Women’s Soccer 
history, McCormick Endowed Athletics Director Marcus Blossom announced on 
Nov. 21, 2023. 


Walker led Bowling Green State to a pair of Mid-American Conference titles in the 
past four years, going 36-19-11 with the Falcons. 


“I'm excited to welcome Coach Walker as our head women’s soccer coach,” said 
Blossom. “Jimmy is a passionate leader, purposeful developer and tireless recruiter 
that has earned success at many levels. | look forward to supporting him, his staff 
and our student-athletes as they compete for BIG EAST championships.” 


“It's a really exciting opportunity that I’m looking forward to diving into,” said 
Walker. “I’ve really enjoyed getting to know the administration from Creighton. 
Marcus has been great to work with. | really enjoyed our interactions, and | love the 
vision he has for Creighton Athletics.” 


Walker owns a 176-95-26 record in 16 seasons as a head coach, which includes 
stops at Tiffin (1997-2002), Duquesne (2003-06), Findlay (2018-19) and Bowling 
Green State (2020-23). He is a seven-time Conference Coach of the Year, a three- 
time Regional Coach of the Year, and in 2000 while at Tiffin was the runner-up for 
the BRINE National Coach of the Year award. 


He also served for two seasons as the recruiting coordinator and top assistant for 
the men’s soccer program at Penn State (2007-08), and was the Executive Director 
of Coaching at Pacesetter Soccer Club from 2011-18. Pacesetter were partners with 
Aston Villa Football Club of the EPL. 


The native of Birmingham, England, has won 15 conference regular-season or 
tournament titles in addition to making eight national tournament appearances. 
His teams are also a regular on the United Soccer Coaches Team Academic Award 
list, including a 3.74 GPA in 2022-23 while at BGSU. 


His teams have advanced to a postseason tournament and earned national or 
regional rankings at each college program he’s 
coached at. Walker's team won the BG Athletics 
Services to the Community Award in 2023, as 
well as a proclamation from the Mayor of Bowling 
Green for service to the community. 


Walker's 2020 Bowling Green State team shared 
the NCAA lead in shutout percentage (.750) and 
closed the regular-season ranked No. 29 in the 
RPI. His 2021 club won the MAC regular-season 
and tournament titles, were ranked No. 4 in the 
final Midwest Region poll, and was the first in 
program history to receive Top 25 votes.

His final team at Findlay in 2019 became the first in program 
history to make the NCAA Tournament. The Oilers were 
ranked in the Top 25 nationally, and Walker was named the 
Great Midwest Athletic Conference Coach of the Year. 


His tenure at Duquesne was highlighted by a 10-6-1 record 
in 2005 and the program’s first Atlantic 10 Tournament 
appearance. The 10 victories and .618 win percentage were 
a school-record at the time. 


His first head coaching job came at Tiffin, where his team 
won five American Mideast Conference titles and went 


Following his collegiate career, Walker played professionally 
with the Kalamazoo Kingdom (1996-97) and Cleveland 
Whitecaps (1998). He was a two-time NAIA All-American at 
Tiffin and earned three All-Great Lakes Region, District 22 
and Mid-Ohio Conference honors over his four year career. 
He helped lead the Dragons to two MOC Championships 
and was named MOC Player of the Year in 1994. Walker was 
inducted into the Tiffin University Hall of Fame in 2006. 


Walker played with the Academy team at Aston Villa in 
the English Premier League prior to coming to the United 
States. His father, James, played and coached professionally 
in England for over 25 years. His father played for Derby 
County, which captured two EPL championship crowns, and 
also coached in the English Premier League with Aston Villa 
for 15 years where he was the Director of Sports Science for 
the club.

In Rissler’s first season with BGSU, the Falcons captured their third consecutive MAC Championship 
outscoring their opponents 17-3 in the shortened Covid season. Under his mentorship, Lili Berg 
earned All-MAC and United Soccer Coaches All-Region honors while helping the BGSU defensive corps tie for first in the entire nation in shutout 
percentage (.750), with six shutouts in the eight matches. 


In the fall of 2021, Berg once again earned All-MAC honors while Audrey Shay was an All-MAC First Team selection as the Falcons repeated their 
success on the pitch, winning the MAC regular-season and Tournament titles with an 11-7-3 overall and 8-2-1 league record. 


Prior to joining the BGSU coaching staff, Rissler served as a camp counselor working with the Duquesne goalkeepers in the spring of 2020, as 
well as an 2007 girls’ team at Pacesetter Soccer Club in Sylvania. He had also worked summer camps both at Duquesne and with DC United 
throughout his time as a player at Duquesne. 


He has earned an 11v11 Grassroots coaching license as a 7v7 grassroots license through US Soccer, along with a Level 1 GK License through 
United Soccer Coaches Association. 


Rissler played club ball for FC York beginning at age 14 before 
embarking upon a standout career at Red Lion High School. He played 
three seasons of high school ball, earning Pennsylvania Soccer Coaches 
Association First Team All-State honors in 2013, before being named to 
the TopDrawerSoccer.com All-America Preseason Watch list in the fall 
of 2014. Scott would play for the DC United MLS Academy team during 
his senior season. 


A graduate of Duquesne University, Rissler spent five seasons on the 
men’s soccer team for the Dukes. He earned a bachelor's degree in 
biochemistry in 2019, and went on to earn a master’s degree in forensic 
science and law in 2020, where he graduated Magna Cum Laude.

Continuing to learn on the pitch, Millward owns a USSF National D Coaching License, as well as PFSA Level 1 Talent 
Identification, PFSA Level 1 Opposition Analysis and PFSA Level Data Analysis certifications. 


Prior to beginning his coaching career in 2022, Millward capped off an illustrious five-year playing career at Bellevue where he 
became the first Bruin in program history to be named an NAIA All-American three-times (2018, 2020, 2021). 


One of the most decorated players in program history, Millward concluded his career as the all-time leading in assists (35) and 
the co-leader in points (111), while his 38 career goals are ranked as the third-most in school history. Guiding the Bruins to a 
66-27-10 overall record with three NAIA National Tournament appearances, Millward was a five-time all-conference selection

Creighton once again led the 
MVCwith 44 goals scored. The Bluejays were dominant at home, 
posting an 8-1-1 mark in Omaha, including a stretch of five straight 
home shutouts. The Bluejays outscored opponents 25-5 at Morrison 
Stadium. Lissa Waid and Emily Munn earned All-MVC First Team 
honors; Ivonne Valentin and Kristine Willrett were tabbed to the 
All-MVC Second Team. Willrett tied the school record and led 
The Valley with 12 assists. Marcy Gans and Sam Russell earned 
All-MVC Honorable Mention honors, while Gans was joined by Lindsay 
Vaught on the MVC All-Freshman team. Gans, who led the team with 
eight goals and 22 points, was named the tournament MVP and 
was joined by Valentin, Katy Peetz and Gretta Arvesen on the MVC 
All-Tournament Team.

The Bluejays won the 2007 MVC Tournament title to advance to their 
fourth NCAA Tournament. Creighton tied the MVC Tournament title 
match with just 3:37 remaining in regulation and then topped Illinois 
State, 4-3, in penalty kicks to earn the championship. Sam Russell and 
Marcy Gans earned All-MVC First Team honors, while Gans was named 
tournament MVP as she earned MVC All-Tournament accolades for the 
third straight year. MVC Freshman of the Year Emily Orbell also earned 
All-MVC Second Team honors. Tara Bailey and Kristen Casey 
garnered All-MVC Honorable Mention. Gans tallied a hat trick in the 
MVC Tournament semifinals, notching five of her conference-leading 
13 goals in the MVC postseason. Kyla Hoskins, Eden Hingwing and 
Casey joined Gans on the MVC All-Tournament Team. The Bluejays went 
7-2-1 at home, logging six of their seven shutouts at Morrison Stadium, 
posting a 0.49 GAA at home.

Creighton won the 2010 MVC Tournament to advance to the NCAA 
Tournament for the fifth time. The Bluejays won the MVC regular-season 
title with one of the best streaks in league history, winning an MVC record 
10 consecutive matches from Sept. 9 - Oct. 16. The Bluejays took an 
undefeated conference record into Springfield, Mo., on Oct. 
22. Missouri State, sitting in second place at the time, upended 
the Bluejays, scoring a golden goal in the 94th minute of play. 
Creighton claimed the overall conference crown with a victory against 
Illinois State to earn the number one seed at the MVC Tournament 
at Morrison Stadium. Seven Bluejays were named to the 
All-MVC teams, while Brittney Neumann was named the MVC Player of 
the Year. 


Head coach Bruce Erickson and his staff earned the MVC Coaching 
Staff of the Year honor. All-MVC First Team honors were claimed by 
Neumann, defender Claire Zach and forward Andrea Zuniga. 
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Midfielder Emily Orbell and forward Lauren Cingoranelli picked up 
All-MVC Second Team honors, while goalkeeper Alicia Montgomery 
and midfielder Erin Gunther garnered All-MVC Honorable Mention. 
Cingoranelli was also named to the MVC All-Freshman team. 


In the MVC Tournament, the Bluejays won the opening game 
handily, defeating Evansville 5-0 to earn a spot in the title match 
and a rematch with Missouri State. Creighton got on the board first 
when Beth Fyles scored her first goal of the season off an assist from 
Cingoranelli. The Bears spoiled the shutout, scoring a goal in the 74th 
minute to force extra time in the championship match. The Bluejays 
outshot the Bears 4-0 in the overtime and won the MVC Tournament 
title on a penalty kick in the 98th minute, converted by Gunther, to 
advance to the NCAA Tournament. Cingoranelli was named MVP of 
the tournament, while Gunther, Zuniga and Zach joined her on the 
All-Tournament Team.

Rasmussen Fitness & Sports Center 
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The Rasmussen Fitness & Sports Center, a 50,000 
square-foot building offering a multipurpose field 
house with synthetic turf for athletic team practices 
and intramural sports, was officially dedicated on 
Oct. 23, 2012. In addition to the indoor practice area, the 
Rasmussen Fitness & Sports Center offers a suspended two- 
lane running track and a fitness level furnished with cardio, 
circuit-training and free-weight equipment for all Creighton 
students, faculty and staff. 


Named for recently-retired McCormick Endowed Director 
of Athletics Bruce Rasmussen, the facility was made 
possible by generous gifts from Ruth and Bill Scott as 
well as several other donors. The Scotts have been 
long-time supporters and friends of Creighton University. In 
1995 the Scotts established a scholarship for international 
students who enrolled in the School of Medicine. The 
Nebraska natives have deep roots in the Omaha community 
and have donated generously to more than 100 different 
organizations.

Tournament in 35 consecutive seasons.

SA 6: Sweden 


- The Creighton soccer programs entered a new era in 2003 with the opening of an on-campus soccer facility, 
Michael G. Morrison, S.J., Stadium. The Bluejays moved to the facility after playing home games at Tranquility Park in 
western Omaha from 1989 through 2002. Morrison Stadium’s seating capacity is 7,500. 

+ Since moving into the venue in 2003, the 10 largest home crowds for a Creighton women’s contest have come at 
Morrison Stadium. The Creighton women’s soccer team is 113-61-27 (.629) all-time at Morrison Stadium. 

+ On July 13, 2010, the United States Women’s National Team played a friendly match against Sweden at Morrison Stadium, 
marking the first time the national team has played a match in Nebraska. 

* Construction was completed on the stadium in 2004, including a scoreboard, covered chair back seating, luxury suites, 
enclosed press box, concession stands and a banquet/hospitality area on the upper level. Renovations to add five 
additional suites as well as coaching offices were completed in the spring of 2018. 

- — Installed in August of 2019, the FieldTurf CORE all-weather surface makes Morrison Stadium one of the finest in the 
country. With the downtown Omaha skyline to the south, Ryan Athletic Center to the north, CHI Health Center Omaha 
to the east and the McDermott Center to the west, Morrison Stadium places student-athletes in the center of campus. 

- A new state-of-the-art digital videoboard, installed in the Spring of 2023, enhances the fan experience in what is 
regarded as one of the best college soccer stadiums in the country. 
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Morrison Stadium Renovations - 2018 


Creighton concluded renovations to the uppel level of Morrison Stadium during the summer of 2018. 
This project brought the addition of five new suites to enhance the fan experience and improve event space. 


In addition, coaching offices for both the women’s and men’s programs were created and a state of the art area for broadcasting 
was installed to improve Creighton’s online streaming capabilities. 


Morrison Stadium was also winterized to provide maximum usage opportunity for student-athletes, staff and the community 
during colder months. The existing club level was renovated to include an in-venue multi-purpose space for men’s and women’s 
soccer student-athletes. 


The construction of a broadcast booth near midfield Coaches offices were built, which allowed the men’s and women’s 
moved the broadcasters perspective from soccer coaches to move from the Ryan Athletic Center to the upper 
the north goal line to the center of the action. level of Morrison Stadium.

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Morrison Stadium Renovations - 2019 


Opened in 2003, Michael G. Morrison, S.J., Stadium is considered one of the nation’s elite collegiate soccer venues. 
Committed to keeping the Bluejays’ home at that standard, Morrison Stadium received a surface upgrade prior to the 
start of the 2019 season. 


FieldTurf’s CORE system was installed during the final weeks of July and first week of August. The FIFA Quality 
Pro certified surface is featured at Mercedes-Benz Stadium in Atlanta, the home facility of the MLS Atlanta United FC 
and at Providence Park in Portland, the home facility of the MLS Portland Timbers and NWSL Portland Thorns. 


CORE includes VersaTile, which features a state of the arc drainage system and shock absorption. The drainage sys- 
tem offers a free draining surface area of 82 percent and the shock absorption properties are expected to lessen the 
impact of the normal wear and tear of soccer. FieldTurf’s CoolPlay system completed the playing surface. The CoolPlay 
composite dressing has been tested to keep the playing surface about 35 degrees cooler than traditional sand or 
rubber infill systems.

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Morrison Stadium Renovations - 2023 


Morrison Stadium got a major face lift in the spring of 2023 as work was completed on the Dr. Neil Norton videoboard in 
the South end zone, enhancing the fan experience. The digital space is more than 500% larger than the previous board 
in the stadium, which opened in 2003, and one of the three largest in the country for a soccer-specific college facility. 


The new board is entirely digital and stands 24 feet tall and 56.4 feet wide, compared to the previous version that was 
approximately 20 x 40 feet. Made by Daktronics out of Brookings, S.D., it was installed locally by American Lift and Sign 
and Miller Electric. The board supports the Creighton’s men’s and women’s soccer programs as well as University and 
other external events. The videoboard made its public debut in April of 2023 at the annual Kicks for a Cure event. 


“The new videoboard at Morrison Stadium will add a new, exciting and much-needed dimension to the fan 
experience,” said McCormick Endowed Athletic Director Marcus Blossom at the time. “This videoboard is one of the largest 
videoboards in a soccer-specific facility in the country and will be truly additive to what is regarded as one of the best 
places to watch a game in college soccer.”

Marcus Blossom is in his fourth year 
as McCormick Endowed Athletic Director at 
Creighton. 

Creighton has enjoyed historic levels of 
success in Blossom’s first three years on the 
job, as Bluejay teams have made 13 postseason 
appearances, won four conference tournament titles, three regular- 
season titles and had 54 First Team All-Conference selections to go 
with six Conference Coach of the Year accolades. The Bluejays have had 
seven College Sports Communicators Academic All-Americans during 
Blossom’s tenure. 

Among Creighton’s most prominent student-athletes in his reign 
have been 2022 MAC Hermann Trophy Award winner and 2024 
Olympian Duncan McGuire, NBA Draft pick Baylor Scheierman and USA 
Basketball 3x3 MVP Morgan Maly. 

Creighton is the nation’s only school to reach the Elite Eight in men’s 
soccer, men’s basketball and women’s basketball in the last three 
years. Creighton and UCLA are also the nation’s only schools to reach 
the Sweet 16 at least once in men’s soccer, women’s volleyball, men’s 
basketball and women’s basketball in the past three years. 

The work performed by Bluejay student-athletes in the classroom also 
featured excellence across the board. The men’s track program owned 
the nation’s best GPA in 2023-24. CU had a combined seven CU programs 
recognized by the BIG EAST with Team Academic Excellence Awards in 
2021-22 and 2022-23, then four more teams earned the accolade in 
2023-24. CU student-athletes owned a 3.48 GPA in the spring of 2024. 

As athletic director at Holy Cross, Blossom led the development of 
the athletics department's first strategic plan, with a focus on creating 
a high-performance culture, achieving and sustaining competitive 
excellence, and increasing ticket sales, external support and community 
engagement, while also enhancing facilities. 

Under his leadership, academic success within the Holy Cross 
athletics program was among the very best in the nation, ranking first 
for graduation success rate, with the school receiving more than a dozen 
Division | Academic Progress Rate public recognition awards from the 
NCAA. Several teams at Holy Cross posted multi-year APR scores in the 
top 10% of all squads in their respective sports. 

Prior to his time at Holy Cross, Blossom spent five years at Boston 
College as senior associate athletics director for business and 
administration. While there, he was a member of the executive team 
and assisted with all aspects of strategic planning and vision execution 
for the department of athletics. 

Blossom has a deep background 
with Jesuit higher education, and 
he is no stranger to the BIG EAST,

The Rev. Daniel S. Hendrickson, SJ, PhD, 
is the 25th president of Creighton University. 
A former student, faculty member, and trust- 
ee of Creighton, Fr. Hendrickson is guided by 
a deep passion for the Creighton mission to 
form leaders that will go on to build a more 
just world. 

Fr. Hendrickson first encountered Creighton as a student in the 
Jesuit Humanities Program in the 1996 before returning to teach at the 
University from 2000 to 2003. He was elected to the Creighton Board 
of Trustees in 2013, elected president of Creighton in December 2014, 
and began his tenure July 1, 2015. 

Prior to serving as Creighton University president, he held posi- 
tions at Jordan University College in Morogoro, Tanzania; Fordham 
University in New York; and Marquette University in 2012. 

During his presidency, the University has experienced record-break- 
ing enrollments; an expansion of academic program offerings and 
undergraduate research opportunities; and national recognition as 
one of only 25 higher education institutions named to the Carnegie 
Foundation’s Leadership for Public Purpose elective designation. 

Fr. Hendrickson has also overseen significant expansion and 
enhancements to the University’s physical footprint. This includes 
more than half-a-billion dollars in investments to the urban core of 
Omaha through infrastructural improvements as well as building a 
brand-new campus in Phoenix in 2021 for interprofessional health 
sciences education, including a second four-year school of medicine, 
with the ability to serve approximately 1,000 students in one of the 
fastest-growing cities in the country. 

Moreover, with Fr. Hendrickson’s leadership, Creighton strength- 
ened its philanthropic support. As of 2024, the University has seen 
a 33 percent increase in endowed chairs during his tenure with 13 
positions being created since 2015 and 12 of those funded during the 
ambitious Forward Blue campaign, which was launched in 2021. More 
than $650 million has been raised in support of campus improvements; 
mission-driven services and programs; and student success, including 
an impressive $208 million as scholarship dollars, providing financial 
assistance to more than 6,700 students 

Outside of Creighton, Fr. Hendrickson serves on the boards of 
Boston College and Xavier University as well as serving as the current 
chair of the BIG EAST Conference Board of Directors. He is also a trust- 
ee of ILAC/Centro de Educacién para la Salud Integral (CES!) in the 
Dominican Republic; and Jesuit Worldwide Learning (JWL). 

Fr. Hendrickson holds a BA from Marquette University; an MA in 
philosophical resources from Fordham University; a Master of Divinity 
degree from the Jesuit School of Theology at Santa Clara University; 
and MA and PhD degrees from Columbia University. 


having spent two years with Providence College as associate athletic director for business operations. Earlier in 
his career, he also served as assistant director of championships for the NCAA, managing the complex process 
of championship host-city selection, among other duties. 

Blossom, who is from Chicago and has strong Midwestern ties, earned his Bachelor’s Degree in Business 
Administration with a concentration in finance at Northeastern University, a Master’s Degree in Sport 
Management from West Virginia University and an MBA from the University of Rhode Island. While earning his 
undergraduate degree at Northeastern University, Blossom was a three-time GTE/CoSIDA Academic All-District 
and three-time all-conference selection in men’s basketball.

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Athletic Performance & Athletic Training 


Athletic Performance 


Creighton University student-athletes benefit from year-round strength and conditioning training programs in the renewly named McDermott Center. 
The 6,000 square foot state-of-the-art Athletic Performance Center is equipped with 12 Power Lift half-racks that each have inlaid lifting platforms and 
the EliteForm system. Additionally, the Athletic Performance Center features Uesaka Collegiate Series Bumper Plates, Plae Flooring, Iron Grip dumbbells, 
and a nutrition and hydration station to provide Creighton student-athletes with the optimal training and recovery environment. 


The athletic performance program at Creighton University is designed to help the athletes become strong and powerful. The program combines 
Olympic lifts, strength training exercises, plyometrics, speed and agility development, flexibility, and cardiovascular regimes. The programs are 
specifically tailored to each athlete, the sport they participate in and to their individual experience and ability. The goal of the program is to reduce the 
chance of injury and to help all athletes reach their full potential. 


To help maximize athletic performance, each Creighton student-athlete works with the strength and conditioning staff, the sports medicine staff, a 
certified nutritionist and a sports psychologist, giving Creighton student-athletes all the resources they need to succeed at the highest level. 


Athletic Training 


The Creighton University Athletic Training staff works in cooperation with and under the supervision of physicians to provide the best possible care for 
student-athletes. It has a staff of eight full-time and one intern athletic trainers. Athletic training students also gain clinical experience as they help serve 
the sports medicine needs of Creighton student-athletes. 


The mission of Creighton University athletic training is to serve as the initial allied healthcare provider for Creighton University student-athletes and to 
provide access to other healthcare professionals as needed. Services include prevention, assessment, management and rehabilitation of athletic-related 
injuries and illnesses. 


Creighton athletic training is committed to the highest standards of care consistent with the National Athletic Trainers Association Code of Professional 
Practice and the credentialing statutes of the state of Nebraska.

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Academic Support 


Academic and Athletic Success 


+ Creighton’s student-athletes combined for a 3.48 GPA last spring. The student-athletes also 
own a 3.47 cumulative GPA. 

Fifty-one Creighton student-athletes have earned a combined 63 College Sports 
Communicators Academic All-American honors all-time. Volleyball’s Kendra Wait and Kiana 
Schmitt, as well as Men's Soccer's Alfie Pope and Women’s Basketball’s Morgan Maly, were 
each honored during the 2023-24 school year. 

Twenty-three members of the Creighton Women’s Soccer program earned a 3.5 GPA or better 
at least once in 2023-24, with 10 women doing it both semesters. 

Creighton had 202 student-athletes make the Dean’s List at least one time last year, including 
118 student-athletes who earned the honor both semesters. 

Fifty student-athletes (19 percent) earned perfect 4.0 GPAs during the spring 2024 semester, 
including Ella Offer and Abigail Santana from the women’s soccer program. 

All 14 teams had team GPAs of 3.10 or better last spring and seven squads (rowing, women’s 
golf, women’s tennis, women’s cross country, women’s soccer, men’s tennis, men’s cross 
country) had GPA’s of 3.50 or better last spring. 

Four Creighton teams were recognized with 2023-24 Team Academic Excellence Awards for 
compiling the highest collective grade-point averages in each BIG EAST sport. 

Creighton picked up a Team Academic Award from the United Soccer Coaches Association in 2024. 
It was CU's 25th award in the last 28 seasons, as the Jays previously were honored in 1997, 1998, 
1999, 2001, 2002, 2003, 2004, 2005, 2006, 2007, 2008, 2010, 2011, 2012, 2013, 2014, 2015, 2016, 
2017, 2019, 2020, 2021, 2022 and 2023.

Creighton University officially became a member of the BIG EAST Conference at 12:01 a.m. on July 1, 2013. The 2024-25 season will be Creighton’s 
12th in the league. 


Creighton, along with fellow newcomers Butler and Xavier, joined a BIG EAST that retained DePaul, Georgetown, Marquette, Seton Hall, Provi- 
dence, Villanova and St. John’s. The partnership was announced on March 20, 2013, in New York. The University of Connecticut rejoined the league 
in the summer of 2020. 


The 2024-25 academic year will be the 46th in the history of the BIG EAST, a league synonymous with men’s basketball that has evolved into a 
well-rounded league that competes nationally at the highest level in sports across the board. BIG EAST basketball squads have captured 16 titles 
in the last 25 years, including a Villanova title in men’s basketball in 2017-18 and Connecticut titles in men’s basketball in 2022-23 and 2023-24. 


Since opening its doors in 1979, the league has won 44 national championships in eight different sports and 146 student-athletes have won indi- 
vidual national titles through 2023-24. Since the league's 2013 alignment, the BIG EAST has produced 12 individual national champions. 


All 11 universities reside within a top-70 media market, including nine schools in a top-36 market. 


The BIG EAST became a reality on May 31, 1979, following a meeting of athletic directors from the original seven-school alliance.
